Government are pleased to make the following amendments to the 
Rules for the Establishment and Maintenance of Agricultural Credit 
(Stabilisation ) Funds at various levels issued in the G. O read as first 
paper abuve and amended in the G. Os. read as second to seventh 
papers above viz : 

AWENDMENTS 
For the existing rules 5B (10 ), 5 ( C ) 7 and 5 (c) 8 of the said Rules, the 
following will be substituted , namely 

Rule 5B (10) : The Central Bank shall be free to pledge the 
securities or fixed deposits representing the investment of its stabilisation fund 
to the extent necessary for the purpose of raising resources required for 
granting converion facilities. The Central Bank shall also be free to malie 
advances out of its general funds without pledging the securities fixed 
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deposits representing the investment of its stabilisation fund in which case the 
said securities or fixed deposits to the extent of such advances shall be 
deemed as released from the fund ” . 

Rules 5 ( ) 7 : The apex bank shall be free to pledge the securities 
representing the investment of its stabilisation fund to the extent necessary 
for the purpose of raising resources required for granting conversion facilities . 
The apex bank shall also be free to make advances out of its general funds 
without pledging the securities representing the investment of its stabilisation 
fund in which case the said securities to the extent of such advances shall be 
deemed as being released from the fund. 

Rule 5 (c) 8 : The State Co- operative Bank s (Stabilisation ) fund shall 
be deemed a fully utilised if : 
(a) the overdraft facilities enjoyed by the State Co -operative Bank 

against the Government and trustee securities r presenting the 

inve.tment of the Stabilisation fund is fully utilised ; or 
(b ) the total of the resources raised on the pledge of the said 

securlties and the sums advanced by the State Co -operative 
Bank from its own resources is either equal or exceed the sums 

in the Fund; or 
(c) the sums advanced from the own resources of the State Co 
operative Bank are either equal or exceed the sums in the fund.

3. In rule IV , after the words " sailing vessel owners" occurring in the 
first sentence, the following shall be inserted , namely : 

" I Co -operative Societies duly constituted ” .

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4. For the existing rule IV (a ), the following shall be constituted 
namely 

“ (a ) For construction of new cargo boats/ purchase of second hanc 

cargo boats " –50 % of the estimated cost of the new carge 
boats/second hand cargo boats, subject to a maximum of

5. For the existing rule IV (c), the following shall be substituted, 
namely: 

" ( c) for the repairs of sailing vessels actual estimated cost of 

repairs or Rs. 10,000 per boat, whichever is less" . 
6. The fo lowing shallbe added to Note (1) under Rule IV , namely : 

“ In the case of Co-operative Societies purchasing second hand cargo 
boats, loan will be given in one instalment after the Society is able 
to secure 50 % of the cost of cargo boat by way of bank loan and 
after executing a sale deed with the proposed seller" .

AWARD 
Disinissal of Smt. M.C. Janaki by the Management of Ambika Tile 
Works, Kuttanallur, is the issue referred for adjudication by Government 
as per G.O (Rt. ) No.518 /77/LBR dated 30-4-1977 . 

2. The stand taken by the worker in her claim statement is that 
she is innocent of the charges raised against her culminating in her 
dismissal . There was a further case that there was no proper domestic 
enquiry . 

3. The Management in its written statement justifies the action by 
saying that Smt. Janaki was guilty of grave acts of misconduct. The 
misconduct was properly proved in a domestic enquiry held by an 
impartial authority . So she deserved the punishment of dismissal and is 
not entitled to any relief. 

4. In view of the rival contentions the validity of the domestic enquirywas 
tried by me as a preliminary issue. It was found in my order dated 6-8-1980 
that there was a proper domestic enquiry . I also found therein that the 
findings of guilt are correct. Facts necessary for the disposal of the case . 
have been narrated in detail in that order . I shall here extract that order . 
in full to avoid repetition . 


ORDER 
Smt. M.C. Janaki, an employee of Ambika Tile Works, Kuttanallur 
was dismissed after a domestic enquiry into two charges of misconduct. The 
charges were that she disobeyed the lawful orders of the superior officer the 
Maistry at 11 a.m. on 3-12-1975 to attend to a particular work allotted 
to her and that the next day at about noon she used abusive language 
against that Maistry . Two charge-sheets were issued on the above two 
misconducts ,the first on 3-12-1975 and theother on 6-12-1975 . The allegations 
were denied in the two explanations submitted by Smt. Janaki to the 
respective charges. The explanations were found unsatisfactory and that 
was how the domestic enquiry was ordered . 

(2) Domestic enquiry was conducted by an Advocate who was examined 
before me as MWI. The file relating to that enquiry is Ext. MI in which 
Ext. Mi (b ) report of the Enquiry Officer is contained . The verdict is 
that the employee was guilty of both the charges. It was accepting this 
finding that the punishment of dismissal was awarded . 

(3) The employee in her claim statement while pleading innocence to 
the allegations raised against her contends that there was valid and 
impartial enquiry . According to her the Enquiry Officer was one of the 
legal advisers of the Management and he was conducting the enquiry in 
such a way as to help the Management. So the finding in the enquiry 
cannot be accepted . Yet anothei allegation is that the Management acted 
with a motive to victimise the employee on account of Union activities . 
Reinstatement with all benefits is claimed .

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4 . 

The Management on the other hand would have it that the 
employee was guilty of the two counts of charges and that the Enquiry 
Officer was not their legal adviser as alleged . There was an impartial 
enquiry in which the employee was given all facilities to defend herself. 
She participated through out, cross -examined the Management s witnesses 
and examined her own witnesses in defence . There was sufficient meterial 
in evidence to come to a reasonable conclusion of guilt rendered by the 
Enquiry Officer . The punishment of clismissal was warranted by the 
seriousness of the misconduct and so there is no scope for interference . 
There was no sort of victimisation and the Management acted in all 
bonafides . 

5. The validity of the domesticenquiry was tried as a preliminary issue 
in view of the rival contentions narraied above . At that stage the Manage 
ment examined the Enquiry Officer and proved the enquiry file . The 
concerned employee gave evidence as wWi. Thereafter the case was 
being posted for arguments on the preliminary question . The employee 
took a large number of adjournments to argue her case . But finally 
when the case was taken up on 25-7-1980 at my camp sitting at 
Trichur the employee and the learned counsel appearing on her 
behalf remained absent. Therefore the employee was set ex parte and 
the Management heard . 

6. The point arising for consideration at this stage is as to whether the 
enquiry was proper and valid . No attempt was made at the stage of evidence 
to establish that the action of the Management was motivated by 
malafides and victimisation . The only attempt seen to have been made 
at the enquiry was to show that the charges are not true. As a matter 
of fact the allegation of victimisation was not raised in the explanations 
submitted . That is raised for the first time in the claim statement, 
filed before Court. Suffice it to say that there is no proof for the 
allegation regarding victimisation . 

* 7. It is the admitted case that the employee was issued show 
causé notices detailing the allegations against her. She was given an 
opportunity to submit her explanations . She submitted her explanations 
pleading innocence. It was thereafter that the domestic enquiry was 
ordered. The employee was informed that MWI will be conducting the 
enquiry and that she is at liberty to defend herself at the enquiry by cross 
examining the Management s witnesses and examining her own witnesses . 
She had sufficient notice of the names of the wetnesses intended to be 
examined at the enquiry. Her request to have the assistance of a co-worker 
to represent her at the enquiry was permitted and it was that co-worker who 
cross-examined the witnesses on her behalf. The Management also had a 
presenting Officer. From Ext .Mlit seen that the depositions of the 
witnesses are all signed by the presenting officer to the Management, Shri 
Ramakrishnan the representativeo f the employeeand the employee herself.No 
sort of protest is seen to have been raised at the enquiry to indicate that the 
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Enquiry Officer was in any way :biased . If as a matter of fact the enquiry 
officer was adopting an attitude helpful to the Management then naturally 
the employee and her representative would have raised protest at the 
appropriate time. So the complaint that the enquiry officer was 
not 
impartical is raised without any reasonable basis . All formalities have 
been complied and the workman was given all possible chances to 
establish her innocence . So the principles of natural justice have not 
been violated in any way . 

8. One other complaint is that Mwi is one of the legal advisers of 
the Management . This is denied by the Management in the written 
statement. MWI also has denied the allegation when he was in the box 
before me. 

Of course he had admitted that he is working in the same 
office where the learned counsel appearing on behalf of the Management 
as his office . But that does not mean that MWI is the legal adviser 
of the Management. Even otherwise the records do not show that MWI 
had gone out of way in any way to help the Management. Therefore 
this allegation is also baseless . 

9. Even the workman has no case that the evidence in the 
enquiry is not sufficient to arrive at the conclusion reached by the 
Enquiry Officer . There is sufficient evidence in the case to support 
the finding. The Maistry concerned had given evidence as MW2 at the 
enquiry. He has given evidence in support of the case that smt. Janaki 
to whom oral direction was issued to attend to the cleaning of pugmill 
refused to do so . His evidence is corroborated by MW5 , a co-worker 
of Smt. Janaki. Even the defence witnesses have given answers in 
cross-examination from which it is easy to infer that there was a 
refusal by Smt. Janaki to attend to the pugmill as ordered by the 
Maistry . MWS2 , 3, 4 and 6 at the enquiry have given clear and 
convincing evidence in support of the other allegation that Smt. Janaki 
scolded theMaistry in the office of the establishment . Nothing has been 
brought out in the cross-examination of these witnesses from which it 
can be said what they swear is not the truth . I do not find anything in 
thematerial in evidence from which the finding of the enquiry officer can 
be successfully criticised as perverse . The conclusions are only reasonable 
and therefore they are to be accepted . 

10 In the tresult I find that the enquiry was proper and the findings 


correct. ” 


5. In view of the above finding the only question remaining for 
consideration is the propriety of the punishment inflicted . Smt. Janaki 
admittedly had put in a fairly long Service with this Management. No 
bad antecedents are attributed to her . So the natural inference that 
could be made is that her previous conduct is good . The earlier of 
the two misconducts proved is the disobedience of a lawful order to 
attend to a particular work . The stand taken up by the employee is 
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that she alonc of the several workers asked to attend to the 
cleaning of the machine which was not her regular duty and that is why 
she protested . The other misconduct of using abusive language the 
next day against the Superior Officer who directed her to do the 
particular work was in continuation of that unpleasant development, 
So both the misconducts are closely connected and cannot be trcated 
independently in order to say that she is habitual trouble maker . 
Being a first offender the extreme penalty of dismissal is quite dispropor 
tionate 

to the proved misconduct. So the dismissal is not sustainable . 
6. Smt. Janaki was out of job for nearly five years 

now . The 
monetary loss sustained by her during this period is more than 
adequate punishment for the proved misconduct. So I do not think 
it necessary to give her any additional punishment at this stage. She 
is encitled to the relief of reinstatement without the benefit of arrears 
of wages or other reliefs except continuity of service for the broken 
period . In the result an award is passed directing the Management to 
reinstate Smt. Janaki with continuity of service but without the benefit 
of arrears in wages for the broken period . 

7 . This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days 
from the date of its publication in the Government Gazette .

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AWARD 
Denial of employment to Shri K. R. Raghavan Pillai, Cleaner of a bus 
belonging to the Management referred above, is the issue referred for 
adjudication by Government as per G.O.(Rt.) No. 1545/77 LBR dated 
5-12-1977. 

2. The Union in its claim statement alleges that Shri Raghavan Pillai, 
a permanent employee, was denied employment with effect from 17-7-1976 
with a view to victimise him on account of his active participation in the 
Uaion work and for no other reason . Hywever the management reinstated 
him after this reference on 6-11-1977 when the Union decided to picket 
KLF 1427 bus belonging to theManagement. Thereafter he is continuously 
working and so the claim is limited to the arrears i wages for the interval 
17-7-1976 to 5-11-1977. Wages at the rate of Rs. 13 per day is claimed. 

3. The Minagement in its written statement while admitting the 
allegation that Shri Raghavan Pillai is an active worker of the Union 
contends that Shri Raghavan Pillai was not denied work on 17-7-1976 . 
Shri Raghavan Pillai was not a permanent worker. 

He was employed 
only once in a way as a casual worker. The Management had no special 
grudge against this employee. It was all along willing to provide him with 
work. The offer to give him work was repeatedly made before the Concili 
ation Officer. But he was not really available to undertake the work . 
Shri Raghavan Pillai is even now given work occasionally when there is 
scope for the same. The allegation that he was reinstated on 6-11-1977 
under threat of picketing the bus is not correct. The claim for arrears in 
wages is not payable. 

4. The evidence in the case consists of the testimony of WWI, WW2, 
MWI,MW2 and Exts. W1 to W4. 

5. It is common case that Shri Raghavan Pillai is now employed by 
the Management. The only remaining dispute is the arrears in wages 
from 17-7-1976 to 5-11-1977. Shri Raghavan Pillai has no case that he had 
worked during the interval. The Management also do not say that he was 
provided during that period . In other words it is common case that 
Shri Raghavan Pillai did not work during that interval. The question is 
as to whether he was denied work during that period or whether hewas not 
really available for employment. 

6. Shri Raghavan Pillai as WWI swears in support of his case that 
the Management deliberately denied him work from 17-7-1976 . He has 
also proved Exts. W1 to W4 complaint before the Labour Officer and the 
communications issued thereon , which indicate that a timely complaint 
regarding the denial of work was raised before the proper authority . There 
is nothing to indicate apart from the testimony of the Proprietor as MWI 
that the Management offered to provide work to Shri Raghavan Pillai 
at the conciliation stage . It is evident from Exts. W1 to W4 that the 
dispute at that stage related only to the denial of work . If the Management 
was then willing to reinstate Shri Raghavan Pillai then there was no reason 
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why a settlement could not be reached at the conciliation stage. The 
only probable inferences that could be drawn is that the Management 
did not adopt such an attitude at that stage. WW2 is an ex-employee 
of the Management. Hewas the driver of the bus in November 1977. He 
corroborates the evidence of WWI that Shri Raghavan Pillai was reinstated 
only when the bus was picketed by the Union on that day. MWI swears 
that there was no such picketing. MW2 is a Conductor employed by 
MWI. MW2 was examined to say that there was no picketing of the bus 
on 6-11-1977. But he confessed that he was not on duty on that day and 
that he was not aware as to whether there was a picketin or not . When 
the evidence as a whole is assessed the version ofWWI and WW2 has to be 
preferred to that of the Management s witnesses. When that is so it has 
to be concluded that WWI was reinstated under pre sure in the 
circumstances stated by the Union . The probability therefore is for the 
Management to have denied work. There is no acceptable evidence to 
show that Shri Raghavan Pillai was purposely abandoning the work . So 
the Union s case that there was a denial of work and subsequent 
reinstatement under pressure is to be accepted . 

7. When the position is as stated above the Management which 
denied work without any justifiable reason has to pay the wages lost by the 
workman . The Management of course has a case that Shri Raghavan Pillai 
was only a casual worker. What is stated by MWI is that he has no 
permanent cleaners. He has only one bus and 6 or 7 persons are employed 
as casual cleaners and Shri Raghavan Pillai is one among them in the 
cross-examination he had stated that Shri Raghavan Pillai had come for 
work occasionally for one or two days. It is in evidence that the members 
of the crew work from noon to noon at a stretch (of course there is the 
night break ) and they are changed on alternate days. In other words onc 
set of workers work for fifteen days in a month and another set works for 
the remaining 15 days. This according to the Management is applicable 
only to drivers and conductors who are permanent. The Cleaners are 
employed from among the casual hands available. But MW2, the 
Conductor, has stated in the chief examination itself that Shri Raghavan 
Pillai used to work some 100 days in an year. This hundred days is 
equivalent to 200 working days. So the claim of MW1that Shri Raghavan 
Pillai was a casual worker employed once in a day for one or two days 
must necessarily be false. The weight of the evidence 1 in favour of a 
conclusion that Shri Raghavan Pillai was a permanent worker when he 
was denied work . It is said that the bus will not be in operation on all 
days of the year and that it will be off the road for repairs for at least 40 
to 45 days in an year . Even then the minimum of 150 days of work would 
have been available to Shri Raghavan Pillai had he not been denied work . 
It is admitted case that the wage per day was Rs. 13. The broken period 
is roughly 154 months. The number of earning days can be assessed at 
185 days. Wages at the rate of Rs. 13 per day come to Rs. 2,405. This 
much amount is payable by the Management to Shri Raghavan Pillai. The 
Management is directed to pay the same. 
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8. In the result an award is passed directing the Management to pay 
Shri Raghavan Pillai a sum of Rs. 2,405 (Rupees two thousand four 
hundred and five only ) as wages for the period during which he was denied 
employment. 

9. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from 
the date of its publication in the Government Gazette .

The issues referred by Government as per G.O. (Rt.) No. 751/80/ LBR 
dated 26-5-1980 are the following : 

" (i ) Denial of employment to Smt. Thankamani. 
(ii) Dismissal of Smt. Kausalya and Girija." 

2. The allegations in the copy of the charter of demands sent along 
with the reference are to the following effect: 

The employees of this particular establishment were on strike from 
8-2-1979 . The Management on account of its ill will towards the workers 
denied employment to Smt. Thankamaniwith out any reason whatsoever with 
effect from 22-1-1979 and later dismissed the other two workers on 2-4-1979. 
There was no proper enquiry for the dismissals. The three workers, 
therefore, are entitled to reinstatement with all benefits . 

3. The Union on which notice of the posting of the case was served 
by registered post did not 

appear to press its claim . On the 
other hand the Management appeared and stated that the matter 
had since been settled amicably between the parties. The Managing 
Partner of the employer firm examined as MWI has given evidence that 
the settlement was after the reference . What is stated by him is that the 
settlement was arrived at on 21-6-1980 in the presence of the local 
Panchayat President. The receipts evidencing payment of benefits paid 
to the three employees were also produced for perusal. The conduct 
of the Union indicates that it is no longer interested in this adjudication . 
In such circumstances I accept the testimony of MWI and hold that 
there is no subsisting industrial dispute to be adjudicated upon . An 
award is passed accordingly .

2. After filing the claim statement by the Union they filed a petition 
to implead M /s.

After hearing the parties this petition was dismissed . Thereafter Govern 
ment by Order dated 28-7-1978 amended the reference order by including 
4 more managements who are shown 11 to 14 in this award . The issue 
referred was also re-worded as follows: 

" Filling up of permanent vacancies in the tile factories in the 

Feroke area ." 
3. After this the union filed additional claim statement covering the case 
of all these employers and also their case with reference to the re -worded 
issue referred afresh . Parties took a number of adjournments and during 
the course of these proceedings a number of managements settled the issue 
and some have remained ex parle . In respect of a few the unions stated 
that they are not pressing the issue. Regarding the others evidence is 
adduced and an award on the basis of the evidence adduced is passed . 

4. Though the issue referred is a vary general one affecting a number of 
employees employed in the tile industry in Feroke area, the unions have 
taken it as industrial dispute of each unit and their attempt was to confine 
their dispute within the particular unit and adduce evidence in respect of 
particular units .

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5. MANAGEMENT No. 1. Kerala Cerannics and Tiles: 

He says that there are only 152 
permanent employees. In all there are about 190 working every day. This 
is the minimum number of employees required . The number of employees 
are required in addition on a temporary or casual basis. list showing the 
names are given and proved by this witness, It is elicited from him by the 
management counsel that there has been a settlement regarding the very 
issue after this dispute on 2-5-1979. The settlement is marked as Ext. W8.

The case of the union is spoken to by WWs 3 and 4. They prove the 
list of workers working as temporary employees on a permanent basis .

13. For arriving at this figure there is only the evidence adduced by the 
unions. According to the union they require 96 employees. Ext. W2 is the 
list showing these 19 sections. As per this list they require 94 persons in 
all these sections together . As per the list given by them there 
cmployees who are employed on a permanent basis. The rest are taken on 

are 48 
a casual basis. The cross-examinatoin has not in any way 
information sufficient to disbelieve Ext. W2 list or the evident of these 
two witnesses. They both have categorically stated that more workers are 
required for working this factory. It will be pertinent to note in this case 
that after the reference a number of managements have agreeed by indivi 
dual settlements in fixing the number of permanent employees required in 
each factory at various rates from factory to factory . It has to be borne 
in mind that this issue relates to various factories in a particular area. So 
from the way in which the other factories have settled it has to be inferred 
that employees are employed on casual basis to fill up permanent vacancies. 
To put it in other words these managements have to employ casual or 
temporary employees every day for running of the factory. The manage 
ment was free to adduce evidence. In the absence of that I accept the 
evidence of union and find that they require 91 employees on a permanent 
basis and there are 48 employees on a permanent basis. The other 46 
employees are employed on a casual basis. The management shall confirm 
them on the basis of their seniority . 
14. MENAGEMENT No. 7. The Standard Tile & Clay Works. 

The parties to the dispute have settled this issue and all the unions and 
the Director of the Company have signed it. That is dated 19-2-1980 . It is 
marked as Ext. C4. The terms are accepted and the paties shall abide by it. 
15. MANAGEMENT No. 8. West Coast Tile Works, Feroke. 

The management represented by the Managing Partner and the unions 
have entered into a settlement regarding this issue on 28-3-1980.

If the 
management disputes the correctness of the facts mentioned in Ext. W1 
list they could have very well examined their foreman to substantiate their 
contention. The oral evidence of wWs 1 and 2 cldarly establish that this 
management has been employing persons cautiously. It is stated cautiously 
because their 

evidence s . that they 

are never allowed to complete the 
required number of days so that they can resort to law and claim that they 
should be made permanent. This oral evidence and the list establishes that 
the management has been doing this probably with the intention of denying 
certain benefits to the workers. Any how the fact remains that more 
parsons are required to work the factory and the permanent employees 
strength in this factory is fixed at 132. There are only 83 persons as per 
Ext. Wi list . The management shall confirm the other 49 from the list of 
casual/temporary employees on the basis of their length of service. 
18. MANAGEMENTS Nos . 10 , 11 , 12 and 13 . 

Regarding these managements the unions have not adduced any oral or 
documentary evidence. Regarding Managements Nos. 12 and 13 they have 
not pressed the issue. In view of these no award on merits is being given in 
regard to these managements. Regarding the other managements 10 and 11 
there is no evidence. Hence it is not possible to arrive at a decision in 
regard to them . 
19. MANAGEMENT Na 14. Puthiyara Tile Works, Puthiyara. 

This management has remained ex parte. Hence the unions fiied affidavit 
by way of their evidence. It is seen from the affidavit that they require 102 
workers every day for their work . Of these 87 are permanent. So in all 
they require 15 workers more. In the absence of the management this court 
has simply to accept the evidence adduced by the union. The employment 
strength on a permanent basis is fixed at 102. Since there are only 87 
permanent employees the management is directed to confirm 15 temporary / 
casual employees according to their strength of service. 
I pass this award as stated above .
